While his 
audience was very, very respon- 
Mr. Stevenson impressed 
us as unusually adept in saying 
the right thing at the right time 
under the right circumstances to 
win applause and personal ap- 
proval. 


Deep, eager fervor was quickly 
sensed among the huge throng. 


When the hometown football 
team scores 2 touchdown in a 
tight game, the fans momentarily 
go hilariously wild. Something 
of this same spirit and enthusi- 
asm was evident every time a 
popular candidate was introduc- 
ed and every time Mr. Stevenson 
uttered a pungent and timely dig 
at the GOP. 


We have been told the Repub- 
lican audience responded in the 
same manner a few weeks ago in 
the same bowl when President 
Eisenhower was the big figure in 
the GOP rally. Again, apparently 
it is like the rooting, victory-in- 
spired football crowd. 


What the newspapers said a- 
bout James Roosevelt in recent 
months usually would have can- 
celled the career of any average 
politician; but not so with Jim- 
my. Along with all the other can- 
didates he was introduced, and 
Roosevelt's ovation was tremend- 
ous. Jimmy got as much as all 
the rest of them put together. 
That, we cannot understand. 


“But, what did you think of 
Stevenson?” we were asked. 


We think Stevenson is a 
mighty fine person and for the 
last 12 minutes of his lengthy 
speech he delivered an inspiring, 
constructive appeal for a strong 
nation and a vitalized citizenry. 
He used 30 minutes in critical, 
sarcastic denunciations of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the Repub- 
liean leaders. Of course that 
is the way with politicians and 
that is what the big throng of 
Democrats went to hear. 


Incidentally, Gene Nisbet, can- 
didate for assemblyman, was on 
the platform with many other 
officials and was presented to 
the throng.

PROPOSED LAW 


An act to add.Article 5e to Chapter 6 
of Division 4 of the Military and Vet- 
erans Code, authorizing the creation 
of a debt or debts, liability or liabili- 
ties, through the issuance and sale of 
state bonds, to create a fund to pro- 
vide farm and home aid for veterans 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the Veterans Farm and Home Pur- 
chase Act of 1943 and acts amenda- 
tory and supplemental thereto; defin- 
ing the powers and duties of said 
committee and of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs and other state offi- 
cers in respect to the administration 
of the provisions hereof; providing 
ways and means, exclusive of loans, 
for the payment of the interest of 
such debt or debts, liability or lia- 
bilities, as such interest falls due, 
and also for the payment and dis- 
charge of the principal! of such debt 
or debts, liability or liabilities, as 
such principal matures; and provid- 
ing for the submission of this act toa 
vote of the people at the general elec- 
tion te be held in the month of 
November, 1954. 


The people of thé State of California do 
enact as follows: 
Section 1. Article Se Is added to 

Chapter 6 of Division 4 of the Military 

and Veterans Code, to read: 


Article Se. Veterans Bond Act of 1954 


996.25. This artiele may be cited as 
the Veterans Bend Aet ef 1954. 


996.26. For the purpose of creating 
a fund to provide farm and home aid for 
veterans in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Veterans Farm and Home 
Purchase Act of 1943 and of all acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto, the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, created by Section 991, 
shall be and it hereby is authorized and 
empowered to create a debt or debts, 
liability or liabilities, of the State of 
California, in thé manner and to the 
extent hereinafter provided, but not 
otherwise, nor in excess thereof. 


996.27. After adoption of any reso- 
lution by the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, provided for in Section 
996.34 the State Treasurer shall arrange 
for the preparation of the requisite 
number of suitable bonds in accordance 
with the specifications contained in 
such resolution. The aggregate par 
value of ail bonds issued under this ar- 
ticle shall not exceed the sum of one 
hundred seventy-five million dollars 
($175,000,000) and shall bear irterest at 
a rate not exceeding 5 percent per 
annum payable as provided in such 
resolution. Both principal and interest 
shall be payable In lawful money of the 
United States, at the Office of the State 
Treasurer, or at the office of any duly 
authorized agent of the State Treas- 
urer. 

All bonds Issued under this article 
shall bear the facsimile signature of the 
Governor and the facsimile countersig- 
nature of the Controller and shall be 
endorsed by the State Treasurer either 
oy original signature or by a signature 
stamp, and the bonds shall be signed, 
countersigned, and endorsed by the offi- 
cers who shall be in office on the date 
of adoption of the resolution of the 
Veterans’ Finance Committee of 1943, 
and each of said bonds shall bear an 
impress of the Great Seal of the State 
of California.

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SPEEDING UP CITY HALL ROUTINE 


Out of today’s discussion in the city hall can come some 
very constructive changes. 

Members of the Upland city planning commission, the city 
council and other city officials will meet with Simon Eisner 
the city’s planning consultant. Among the items to be dis- 
cussed is a suggestion from William Kistinger that a commit- 
tee be formed to act on requests for slight changes in land 
use, residential remodeling and other minor zoning matters. 
In general, all of the officials are concerned with the ques- 
tion: “How to speed up the handling of routine matters?” 

The group is also concerned with changing some. features 
of the city’s zoning law. The officials have uppermost in 
their objectives how to give better service to the public. 

The planning commission meets once a month, and its 
agenda is usually filled with problems of subdivisions, build- 
ings, zoning and countleess routine matters. Mr. Kistinger, 
a member of the commission, recently proposed a committee, 
with POWER TO ACT, be formed so some of the minor, more 
or less routine matters, could be handled from time to time 
during the month. Thus the applicants would not have to 
wait so long and the commis8ioners would be concerned at 
their meetings with only the more major questions. 

Any relief in speeding up the answers to the public’s 
questions will be timely. 

In almost all cases, applicants for a building permit, for a 
change in lot lines, for a subdivision or for any improvements 
get the impression the city’s requirements are severe. On 
Occasion, critics of the city hall management get a little warm 
over the so-called “high” requirements. 

The uniform building code must be observed here. Like- 
wise, there are regulations governing almost every phase of 
improvements a private individual may want to make on his 
own property. To the uninitiated, all of these requirements 
seem unusually severe. Actually, the requirements are not 
as severe as some would think. 

The only reason for regulations and requirements is for 
“the public good.” protection of people and their interests. 
This is difficult for some people to understand. 

Today’s meeting is concerned with how to speed up the 
administration of these regulations—and to consider some 
suggested changes in the regulations. 

Formation of a committee would be a step in the right 
direction. Then Mr. and Mrs. Citizen, wanting to add a back 


porch or change the location of a garage, might be able to 
get an earlier answer. 





CITY, COUNTY GAS TAX FUNDS 


It is a timely resolution going from the city of Upland to 
the San Bernardino county board of supervisors, 

The resolution concerns gas tax money collected by the 
state and redistributed to the cities and counties on the basis 
of population. The resolution from Upland asks the county 
to pay a certain per capita amount to the cities for mainten- 
ance of so-called major county highways within the city 
limits. 

This is one phase of the frequent problems between the 
city and* county governments, locally, and throughout the 
state. At times there is a conflict of interests between the two 
governmental agencies and the current one is over proper 
maintenance of local thoroughfares. 

Gas tax money is collected from local people every time 
they fill up their cars. The state receives the tax money and 
on regular schedules allocates the funds to the local govern- 
ments. Upland, Ontario and other cities are now seeking a 
special allocation of money so the municipalities can properly 
maintain county highways. 

Locally, Eighth street is one of the major highways. Its 
condition needs attention. Most local motorists assume the | 
city of Upland is responsible for its roughness and chuck holes. | 
Actually, county funds are used by county employes to main- 
tain this thoroughfare. It is possible the money that should 
be spent on Eighth street is being spent on thoroughfares 
elsewhere, 


The move on the part of the cities is logical and should be 
accepted by the supervisors. 


NEW CROSSING OVER SANTA FE? 


Many people who observed the proposed traffic pattern 
at the Ramona freeway as published in The Upland News 
last week are asking: “What is going to happen to Second 
avenue?” 

It may be five or 10 years before the additional traffic in- 
terchange, as proposed, will be realized. It is only a matter 
of time until there will be enough traffic on the freeway to 
justify the new entrance and exit. The exit for motorists 
coming from the east is at Seventh street and South Second 
avenue. 

“Can there ever be a crossing over the Santa Fe railway 
at Second avenue?” is a logical question in view of the new 
forecast of handling the freeway traffic, 

We believe an answeer should be obtained to that ques- 
tion. At present this city’s principal business thoroughfare 
“dead ends” at the Santa Fe. If the thoroughfare were ex- 
tended across the railway and connected directly with South 
Second avenue, many people would be served. 

In view of the plan as proposed by the state highway com- 
mission, there is going to be a far greater need for the Second 
avenue crossing. Renewed efforts might well be started to 
find out if the Public Utilities commission will permit a new 
crossing.

Hillman Is Out 
‘As Grand Jury 
Committee Head 


Local observers are following 
|the developments in ‘connection 
with the San Bernardino county 
grand jury and the discharge of 
Fred W. Hillman as chairman of 
the grand jury committee on the 
| assessor’s office. 

Mr. 


Fred FE. Wilkinson, foreman of 
the grand jury, that he was no 
longer a member of the committee. 

Soon after the jury was em- 
paneled in the spring for its year’s 
work, Mr. Hillman was appointed 
chairman of the committee to in- 
vestigate the assessor’s office. He. 
Robert Walline and Joseph Mc- 
Carthy, all of Ontario, were named 
on the committee. They went to 
work immediately. 

Sharp criticism of the assess- 
\or’s office was voiced in a report 
made public late last month. Mr. 
| Hillman had submitted the report 
to the grand jury but this body 
would not accept it for publica- 
iion. 

Mr. Hillman released the report 
to newspapers in the county and 
|soon afterwards Mr. Wilkinson re- 
| lieved the Ontario member of all 
committee responsibility. He con- 
tinues, however, as a member of 
the grand jury. 

Mr. Hillman’s statement relative 
to his committee discharge fol- 
lows: 

“In early June, the Committee 
prepared a report on the results 
of the investigation so far con-
